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President’s Message 


Almost twenty months ago the last issue of the “Modern Language Bul- 
letin’”, a magazine published quarterly by the Modern Language Association of 
Southern California, went to press. Frequent expression of regret at the 
failure of the publication to appear at its appointed time, regret on the part 
of language teachers not only all over the eight counties of the south half of 
the State, but throughout the country, has influenced the Executive Committee 
of the Association to attempt its republication, which officially has never been 
suspended. 

The Bulletin, even in its most prosperous days, was never a source of 
income to the Association. Its sole raison d’étre has been the promotion of 
professional interest in the teaching of modern languages. It has served as 
an exchange of ideas, plans, and devices among the teachers of this section 
of California. 

The present very unpretentious pamphlet bearing the old name of “Modern 
Language Bulletin” will, it is hoped, gradually assume the respectable propor- 
tions of our beloved magazine of antebellum times. Perhaps few outside of 
the Executive Committee realize just what the war has cost the cause of 
language teaching. The dropping of German from our schools) has cut in 
two the membership of our organization. It now remains for the French 
teachers in Southern California to fill the places made vacant in our Association 
through the departure of our German co-workers, to hold up the hands of the 
ever enthusiastic teachers of Spanish in making this little sheet a real force 
in the bettering of language instruction. 

The cost of issuing the Bulletin is met largely by means of membership 
dues. This little folder represents what is possible with our present member- 
ship. The increased cost of printer’s ink will necessitate a slightly longer list 
of members than in 1917, if the magazine is to be published in its original size. 

Teachers of French and Spanish in Southern California, will you give us 
back our old, efficient organ? Will you bring to the Bulletin your happy 
inspirations in language work and let California lead the United States’ in 
modern methods, persistent efforts, and sane enthusiasm?

The Bassett Collection 


The generous response of some sixty modern language teachers last fall 
to the call for contributions to enable Southern California to secure the Bassett 
Collection of photographs, post-cards, charts, and maps will be appreciated 
greatly by our modern language students in the coming years. The Board of 
Education of the City of Los Angeles has just agreed to take over the collection, 
thus setting free the money contributed by the teachers. In a short time the 
collection will be arranged for distribution to language classes on a “circu- 
lating library” basis. This distribution will not be limited to the city schools 
but will be open to all teachers who assisted in its purchase. In time it 


may be possible to extend the privilege to other schools outside the city of 
Los Angeles. 


Before returning the money a vote will be taken as to the desirability of 
the teachers leaving $1.00 of their contribution to establish a “revolving fund” 
to handle the purchase of special material that may come to our attention 
from time to time. All contributors to the Bassett fund will receive in this 
Bulletin an addressed postal card questionnaire. Any contributor failing to 
receive this card will please notify the Bulletin office at once. 


At the April meeting of the Association the results of this questionnaire 


will be announced and, if the replies are favorable, a committee will be chosen 
to administer the fund. 
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Annual Meeting 


The regular Institute meeting of the M. L. A. of S. C. was held in room 
302 of Polytechnic High School on Thursday, December 18th. A large number 
of teachers were present to hear the speaker of the afternoon and to enter 
into the general discussion. 


At 1 o’clock the meeting was called to order and the President, Mr. A. L. 
Benshimol, opened the discussion on the topic, “What Is Modern Language 
Teaching”. Five-minute talks were then given as follows: 


1. What is the practical value of oral drill in Modern Language Study? 
Mrs, Cox 

2. What is the cultural value of oral drill in Modern Language Study? 
Mr. Williams. 

3. The University Problem versus the High School Problem. 
Professor Schulz. 

4. The Single Large High School and One Intermediate versus A Metropolitan 
System. Miss Hawes. 

5. The Single Small High School versus a Large System. 
Miss Stechert. 


Ten minutes were allowed for discussion on each of these questions, and 
many valuable suggestions were exchanged, not only on aims but also on 
methods of Modern Language Teaching. 

At 3 o’clock Dr. David Snedden of the Teacher’s College, Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York, gave a most interesting and instructive talk in which he 
touched upon many problems of present-day teaching and administration in 
the realm of Modern Language Study.
